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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of 
this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter 
as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over applicant's admitted 
prior art (AAPA) in view of Miyaoka et al 5,291 ,445. 

Applicant's admits the formation of a memory cell array circuit with input/output sections 260 
including MOSFET's with a high threshold voltage within the circuit portion of the chip to have been known 
prior to applicant's invention (instant figure 2). Applicant indicates the present invention to be an 
improvement over the admitted prior art device due to increased wiring efficiency (instant page 6, lines 10- 
23) and reduction of complexity associated with redesign of the layout pattern (instant page 7, lines 1-3). 

Miyaoka et al discloses a memory array circuit with input/output section arranged in a loop around 
the memory cell array (figure 1). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to combine the teachings of AAPA with 
those of Miyaoka et al to enable the input/output sections of the prior art device to be formed according to 
the teachings of Miyaoka et al because Miyaoka et al indicates that those locations are suitable for 
formation of such portions of the resulting circuit.
